APPER Tinie Tempah 
and band Florence +The 
Machine are the latest 
stars to sign up for the 
BBC Radio 1 Hackney Weekend 
2012 on 23 and 24 June. 

They will join a cast of over 
100 UK and international artists, 
including Hackney-born star 
Leona Lewis, and award-winning 
singer Plan B, who will take to the 
stage at the BBC’s biggest ever free 
event on Hackney Marshes. 

The majority of the free tickets 
will be allocated to residents, with 


a focus on young people. 

In addition to the concert, the 
Council has worked closely with 
the BBC to ensure a wide range 
of opportunities will be available 
to the borough’s youth, including 
the creation of an arts and media 
academy, that every young person 
in the area will be invited to. 

Opening its doors on 1 June, 
the academy will be the Hackney 
base for Radio 1 and lXtra until 
the main event starts, and will 
offer a programme of workshops 
and sessions on subjects including 


business, the arts, career 
development and media skills. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “I’m pleased that the close 
partnership between the BBC and 
the Council has made this event 
possible and will create a whole 
range of opportunities for our 
young residents to get involved.” 

Jason Carter, Radio l’s Event 
Director for 2012, added: “Our 
activity in Hackney will be the 
most ambitious programme of 
events in the station’s history, and 
our work across the community 



is as important as the main live 
music concert in the park.” 

Leona Lewis and Plan B will 
be joined by Radio 1/lXtra 
DJ Trevor Nelson MBE, and 
European triple jump champion 
Phillips Idowu, who were both 
born in Hackney, to act as 
ambassadors for the event.

Over at St John-at- 
Hackney Churchyard 
Gardens, Hackney Singers 
bring out the Christmas 
carols on 3-4 and 17 
December; Hackney 
Homemade Christmas 
Market offers mulled wine 
and handmade presents

his sleigh to meet this year’s 
good girls and boys on 
10-11 and 17-18 December.

unit linked the gun and 
ammunition to three 
suspects: Tyrell Goather, 
21, of Thomas Place, E9; 
Helal Miah, 17, of Clarence 
Road, E5; and Philip 
Johnson, 18, of Templeton 


House, E9. It is understood 
the trio were part of the 
‘Pembury Boys’ gang. 

At Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on 11 November, 
Goather was jailed for five 
years for owning a deadly 


firearm and ammunition; 
while Miah was jailed 
for three years. Johnson 
was given a one-year 
rehabilitation order for 
admitting to possession 
of ammunition. 


A NATIONAL public sector strike was set to take place on 
30 November, as ‘Hackney Today’ went to press. 

Trade unions including Unison, Unite, GMB and the 
Association of Teachers and Lecturers voted to take 
strike action due to spending cuts and proposed changes 
to pension schemes for public sector workers. 

The action may result in disruptions to Council services, 
while schools, job centres and other public offices could 
be closed. 

A Hackney Council spokesperson said: “The Council 
is putting arrangements in place to protect delivery of 
services, especially to our most vulnerable residents. 

We are expecting the impact to be minimal, but with a 
reduced number of staff we are advising residents 
with non-urgent enquiries to contact the Council 
on another day.”

The Areola Tent in 
Ashwin Street, Dalston, 
is a 300-capacity theatre 
under canvas, with an 
interior largely constructed 
using rescued materials 
from across London. 

The Tent, sister of the 
award-winning Areola 


Theatre, opened with a 
colourful performance by 
‘East End Cabaret’ who 
delighted the audience 
with salacious tales told 
through song. 

Future performances will 
centre around a programme 
of comedy and cabaret, 
with community groups 
putting on shows too. 

Leyla Nazli, Executive 
Producer of Areola, said: 
“The idea behind the Tent is 
to bring people together in 


a fun and friendly setting to 
enjoy performances that are 
interactive and accessible. 
We want there to be a rich 
mix of both established and 
up-and-coming companies 
and artists. 

“We’ve opened the door 
to community theatre 
groups to run performances 
in the space, with the only 
cost coming from a split in 
ticket sales.” 

The Council has given 
the Areola Tent the land at 
no cost for one year as part 
of its ‘Art in Empty Spaces’ 
initiative, designed to 
transform empty properties 
or spaces into something 
useful and meaningful. 


Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, said: “The Areola 
Tent is a great addition 
to all the other cultural 
locations in Hackney. 

“It creates an innovative 
performance space for the 
community to engage with.

The gathering, which took 
place on 14 November at 
Stoke Newington Town 
Hall, brought together 
members of the Council, 
police, local faith and 
community groups and 
MPs to learn about initial 
findings from research, 
carried out by Ipsos MORI, 
aimed at identifying the 
causes behind the August 
disturbances in the borough. 

The day also provided an 
opportunity to discuss key 
issues emerging from 
the research. 

The event was opened by 
Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe. Presentations followed 
from the Council; 

Hackney police; Ipsos 
MORI, the Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission; and 
the Riots, 

Communities 
and Victims 
Panel. 

The talks 
gave an 
overview 
of events 
that took 
place 


in the borough, along with 
a national picture of the 
disturbances. 

Delegates identified a 
number of issues which they 
felt needed to be addressed. 
These included: 

• improving police and 
community relations 

• bringing different parts of 
the community together 

• supporting young people’s 
aspirations 

through 
mentoring 
• increasing 
access to 


apprenticeships and job 
opportunities for young 
people 

• supporting parents with 
co-ordinated intervention 
for families who need it 
most. 

A presentation by 
Reuben Tapper, from 
Immediate Theatre, who 
works with young fathers 
and sent them into barber 
shops to discuss why the 
riots happened, received a 
warm round of applause 
from the audience. So 
did a presentation by one 
of the young people 
who attended. 

A working group drawn 
from the Council and key 
partners is now reviewing 
feedback from the meeting, 
which will be included in a 
report by the independent 
Riots, Communities and 
Victims Panel for the Prime 
Minister. 


Panel members are 
touring the country talking 
to people who were affected 
by the disturbances. As part 
of this process, they visited 
Hackney on 16 November 
to meet with Council and 
community representatives. 
The panel is set to deliver 
its initial report on 28 
November, with a final 
version due next March. 

Darra Singh, panel Chair, 
said: “Our visit to Hackney 
helped us to consider why a 
small minority of residents 
rioted, and to think about 
what lessons can be learnt 
for the future. I encourage 
anyone who was affected by 
the riots to read the report 
and tell us what you think.”

Old gold coin is given a new 
home at Hackney Museum 



A RARE gold coin from the ‘Hackney hoard’ will go on show 
at Hackney Museum from 29 November - the only part of 
the collection to go on public display. 

The 20 dollar ‘Double-Eagle’ has been donated by Max 
Sulzbacher, son of the original owner who fled Nazi 
Germany in the 1 930s and buried the treasure in a Hackney 
back garden during World War Two. The rest of the hoard, 
which is being auctioned on the same day, consists of 
77 coins, minted in the United States 
between 1854 and 191 3. 

They were discovered in 2007, and 
made national headlines when, in an 
unprecedented move, the coins were 
returned to the original owner’s family 
under ‘Treasure Trove’ law. 

The coin will be on display, along 
with the original jar 
and papers they 
were found in, 
and a poignant British 
penny, dated 1 940, found in the 
remains of the Sulzbacher’s bombed 


out home. 


Wheelchair badminton player 
granted training membership 

A WHEELCHAIR badminton player and coach has won 
backing to help achieve her dreams of competing at next 
year’s Paralympic Games. 

Sharon Jones Barnes was awarded free access to 
Hackney’s GLL-run leisure centres as well as support for 
her London 201 2 ambitions and coaching of other 
players. 

Sharon was given the award by the Council’s Youth Sport 
Fund, in partnership with charity GLL Sport Foundation. 
The former legal secretary, who trains at Britannia Leisure 
Centre, already has a host of national championship titles 
under her belt. She said: “The support from Hackney and 
GLL has helped me to finance the training and coaching 
I need as a wheelchair badminton player. It’s also a big 
bonus to have a venue with the facilities I need to train.”

B ILL Sheehy is 
keen to build 
and develop the 
community spirit 
around his Woodberry 
Down neighbourhood. 

A former businessman 
and builder, Bill realised

(WDCO)-an elected 
body of tenants and 
residents that steers the 
area’s regeneration - seven 
years ago. 

The regeneration, 
delivered in partnership 
with the Council, Hackney 
Homes, Berkeley Homes 
and Genesis Housing, is 
set to transform the

of new homes and 
community facilities. 

When the opportunity 
came up for a new 
WDCO Chair, Bill knew 
that with his knowledge 
and experience he had 
something to offer. And 
he hoped to focus on 
resident involvement, as 
well as participation and 
improved management, 
across the former estate. 

Now, a few months into 
the position, there are big 
decisions ahead - and the 
Limerick-born, father-of- 
two wants to make sure 
residents are on board. 

“The role of WDCO 
is to help people make 
choices - even small ones. 
We aim to achieve a good 
community feeling around 
Woodberry Down. 

“If we work together 
and help each other, I am 
confident we can keep a 
good community spirit,” 
he says. 

Bill is also eager to 
welcome new people to 


the area. “Residents of 
the private development 
within Woodberry Park 
are still part of our 
community,” he adds. 

Getting young people 
into employment is 
another cause close to 
Bill’s heart - and through 
his role as a board 
member of the Manor 
House Development 


Trust (MHDT) - he 
has seen the benefits 
of the Trust’s support 
of young people with 
training and employment 
opportunities.

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Plans are being developed to prioritise 
parking for residents and local businesses 
around the Olympic Park during the 
London 201 2 Games. 

The Olympic Park is home to many of the 
major Games venues and will attract large 
numbers of spectators, some of whom may 
try to park as close as they can to these 
venues. This could cause congestion that 
may affect road safety and how you go 
about your day-to-day activities.

existing controlled parking zones, and 
streets where there are currently no parking 
controls to prevent spectators from parking 
near the venue. 

The new parking protection area is planned 
to operate from Monday to Sunday, 
8am-9pm during the Games. Affected 
controlled parking zones would have their 
days and times extended to match. 

Under the plans, residents and businesses 
near the Olympic Park who are in existing 
controlled parking zones will still be able to 


use their Hackney parking permits and will 
not need to apply for any further permits to 
pork during the Gomes. 

Those residents who live in an area with 
no existing parking controls will be able to 
apply for a free parking permit valid for the 
duration of the Games. 

Further information for residents and local 
businesses about registering for parking 
and visitors' permits will be provided once 
arrangements have been agreed in 2012.

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T HE borough’s 

eastern boundary 
is marked by the 
River Lea. Or is 
it the Lee? 

Much debate surrounds 
the correct spelling, 
with both names found 
on official maps and in 
common usage. 

Upstream from Hertford 
the name is usually Lea, but 
downstream both terms are 
used - although Lea occurs 
more often in associated 
place names, such as Lea 
Bridge Road. 

Over time there have been 
more than 25 variations 
of the word - the first 
recorded use dates from the 
9th century - but the name 
is probably much older, 
possibly deriving from the 
Celtic ‘lug’ meaning bright 
or light. 

Running from Leagrave 
in Bedfordshire, to 
Leamouth on the Thames, 
the river once marked the 
western boundary of the 



Danelaw - the part of 
Anglo-Saxon England 
ruled by the Danes. 

The Anglo 
Saxon Chronicle 
tells how in 895 
Alfred the Great 
outmanoeuvred 
the Danes, who 
had sailed upstream 
to make camp, by 
having the lower 
reaches of the river 
drained, thus leaving the 
enemy ships stranded - and 
creating Hackney Marshes. 

Many of the streams 
and channels in the lower 
reaches past Hackney Wick 
were originally developed 
as transport routes and 
millstreams, some of which 
can be traced back to the 
11th century. 

Development accelerated 
when the first ever 
Navigation Improvement 
Act was passed in 1425 - 
which introduced the River 
Lea Commissioners, who 
ran the river, followed by 


Acts of Parliament, in which 
the spelling was ‘Lee’, that 
is the form always used for 
the man-made part of 
the river. 

Construction of the 
New River, which 
opened in 1613 to 
bring fresh drinking 
water into London, 
depleted the Lea’s 
sources so much that 
watermills and freight 
traffic were badly affected. 

Parliament approved 
more improvements and 
created a new board of 
trustees in 1739, leading 
to the building of more 
turnpikes, to control the 
flow of water. 

By the 1760s, it was 
decided to replace most of 
these with the locks still in 
use today, as well as cutting 
new channels to straighten 
some of the route’s many 
lengthy bends. 

More new locks and 
sections were built under an 
act of 1850, and in 1868, 


another act five years later 
allowing landowners to 
charge tolls in order to pay 
for improvement work. 

By 1571, a further act was 
introduced, which sped up 
the development of the river 
as a major transport route 
in and out of London. 

It was during this period 
that the Lee Navigation 
was created, which the 
river either runs through, or 
alongside, for much of its 
42 mile length. Because the 
Navigation was created by 


the Lea Conservancy Act 
introduced a board that 
would control the river 
and navigation until the 
nationalisation of the canal 
system under the 1947 
Transport Act. 

By the 19th century, both 
the river and navigation 
had become industrialised, 
utilising the water supply 
for both power generation 
and transport, although 
market gardening and dairy 
farming still flourished 
for many years. Hackney 
Marshes were never heavily 
industrialised, although the 
Hackney part of the river 
and navigation was still 
the location for nationally 


important companies 
such as Carless, Capel and 
Leonard’s Chemical Works 
and Latham’s Timber. 

Today most of the 
factories and warehouses 
are gone, although it’s still 
possible to discover traces 
of the area’s industrial 
heritage within the Lea 
Valley Regional Park, which 
now follows the river from 
Ware to East India Dock. 
The Park contains venues 
for the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, with 
water transport being used 
to move much of 
the construction and 
waste materials involved 
in their creation.
